The  purpose  to  be  served  by  collcctirig  and  distributing  the  material 
contained  in  this  booklet  is  communication  --  communication  among  Univer- 
sity staff  members  and  communication  between  University  research  v/orkers 
and  public  school  personnel.  It  is  intended  to  provide  information  about 
research  activities  in  the  College  of  Education  and  of  persons  in  depart- 
ments outside  the  College  v.-hose  interests  involve  them  in  "educational 
research." 

Last  Fall  all  staff  members  in  the  College  of  Education  i/ere  requested 
to  report  on  research  projects  in  v/hich  they  \iere   engaged  (or  expected  to 
begin)  during  the  current  academic  year.

Transcripts 
of  each  of  the  tapes  were  made  and  one  of  the  researchers 
discussed  with  the  teacher  the  questions  the  teacher  asked 
attempting  to  ascertain  from  either  the  transcipt  or  the 
replay  of  the  tape  what  factors  or  cues  the  teacher  con- 
sidered in  deciding  what  questions  to  ask.

There  v.'ere  also 
cues--perceived  stimuli  v.liicli  appeared  to  dispose  the  teacher 
to  ask  a  question  and  which,  in  part,  determined  the  ques- 
tions asked.  It  appeared  that  the  cues  and  factors  were 
related.  One  relation  identified  was  a  "go-ahead  relation."
